Petiillar Chjncsn^ Customs. 


The customs of tbe Chinese in the 


matter of death and burial are certainly 
peculiar. Infants are tmried summarily 
•without oofims, and the young are in- 
terrea with few ritee, but the funerals 
of tho aged of both sexes are elaborate 
iu proportion to the number of the De- 
scendants and to their wealth. Whc-u a 
childless married man dies, his vtidow 
may perform all tho duties pf a eon to- 
ward him, may remain in his honse and 
may adopt children to rear as his heirs 
and as •worshipers of tbo family manes. 
Ef his widow purposes iiijrrymg again, 
a young male rolati\o may. with the 
consent of senior uiembers ot tbn clan, 
undertake the services expected from a 
eon and nfoy inherit tho estate of the 
deceased. When one is about to dip, ho 
is removed from his couch to a bencb, 
or to a mat on the floor, because of .1 
belief that he who dies iii bod will carry 
the bedstead as a burden into tbo other 
world.

incense, sticks is merged. After the wash- 
ing tho vessel and tbo water are thrown 
away together.
